An Astounding Prediction. 


An astounding prediction was made at Chicago a few days 


atfo'by Abraham Bowers, immigration secretary of the Young 
.Men's'Christian Association, who in an address before the 
Illinois State Americanization Committee said that for Hie 


:next.fifty years 2,000,000 foreigners, mostly Chinese and 
(Japanese, will come into" this "country annually. 


.This prediction was based ;on'. the assumption (hat the 


growth of (he country in.the next half-century will be such as 
to require an immense amount of common labor, and that 


'ithe supply will be inadequate without such immigration as 


will, in his opinion, come from the Orient. 
He said the 


European labor now in this country is fast graduating into 
more skilled occupations and that further immigration from 
that source will probably be greatly curtailed by the depiction 
of man power in European nations as a result of the war. Mr. 
Bowers said that before the .war Ihis country .assimilated about 
1,000,000 immigrants a year,'most of whom were common 
laborers. 
Believing that this imm'igraHon will be greatly 


checked by the changed conditions in the countries from 
which it came, and that the demand for labor here will be even 
greater than before, Mr. Dowers sees a solution of the labor 
•problem only in opening llie'gates to China and Japan and 
allowing their coolies to^swam -into the country at a rate 
approximating 2,000,000 a year. 


But the chances are that Secretary Bowers is mistaken and 


that neither he nor anybody else will ever witness such a 
condition as he, in all seriousness, forecasts. 
II is (rue that 


the growth of the United States in the years to come will create 
a great demand for common labor, but a supply will be found 
without abandoning the restrictions of the past, which have 
protected labor from the unbearable competition which would 
ensue were the gates to be thrown open lo the Orientals, 
whose modes'of living would enable them to push to the wall 
workers who are used to living like civilized beings, and not 
like dumb animals or slaves. 


While the people of this country are very much devoted to 


business and material progress, there arc some things which 
they value still higher, and among these is a manhood such 
as is possible only where labor has the advantages of condi- 
tions which enable the workers and their families to live in 
decency and comfort. These advantages the workers of this, 
country enjoy to an extent unknown in any other part of the 
world, and they are not going to throw them away or be asked \ 
to-do so. 


The man who predicts that Ihis country will ever throw the 


gates open to coolie labor, thereby reducing ils own laborers 
practically to serfdom, may be sincere, but he is greatly mis- 
taken if we may judge by the course of the country m the 
past and by its present attitude on the question of protecting, 
ils workers against a competition so far beneath the accepted' 
standards of the leading nations as to be unworthy of the
